At  the  end  of  1939  there  were  17  cases  of  Tuberculosis  e*. 
the  Register,  13  cases  of  pulmonary  and  4  cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease.  During  the 
year  4  pulmonary  cases  were  added  to  the  Register.
